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1. Claims 5-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Porzio et al in 
view of Fulger et al for the same reason set forth in paragraph 5 of the previous office action. 

2. In the response filed Sept. 18, 2002, applicant argues the two references do not teach all 
of the claimed limitations, specifically neither reference teaches treating the particles with an inert 
gas at a gas velocity of .2 to 4 m/s. This argument is found to be persuasive with respect to the 
process claims. For this reason, the allowance of the process claims was suggested to applicant in 
a telephone interview; however, applicant had declined such suggestion. With respect to the 
product claims, the limitation on the gas velocity is a difference in the processing step and 
applicant has not shown that such difference leads to a different product. Fulger teaches to cool 
the encapsulated particles using ambient air; thus, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art to use the Fulger' s teaching to cool the Porzio et al particles. The treating of the particles 
with inert gas in the claimed product is also for cooling the particles. Whether the air is static or 
moving does not make the product to be different because the end product of both processes are 
cooled encapsulated particles. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed Sept. 18, 2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.
